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Over Thirty Children Enroled 
In Grade One Orientation Program

As a result of our school board’s 
progressive mindedness and timely 
policy regarding the lowering of 
entrance age requirements, we 
have over thirty children enrolled 
in our grade classes who otherwise 
would not be in our system today. 

This all began a year ago when 
the board decided to put into im¬ 
mediate effect Section 138 of the 
New School Act (1970). This sec¬ 
tion of the new act empowers the 
board to lower the entrance age. 
The legal entrance age is six years 
—as of September 1, of the part¬ 
icular school year. 

Some of the parents were con¬ 
fused by the shift in government 
policy resulting from the chWe^ 
of school act. According to the’ 
old school act, students were of 
legal school age if their sixth birth¬ 
day fell on or before December 
31 of a given school year. The new 
school act considers the student 
to be of school age if his sixth 
birthday falls before September 1 of 
a given school year. 

Our school board adopted the 
policy whereby a youngster whose 
sixth birthday fails after Septem¬ 
ber 1 and prior to Februray 28 
would be considered as a school 
pupil providing these three condi¬ 
tions were satisfied. 

1 that we have the physical fac¬ 
ilities, 

2 that we have the instructional 
personnel, and 

3 that the youngster in question 
satisfies the orientation pro¬ 
gram requirements. 

The orientation program this 
year consists of three weeks—Sep¬ 
tember 6 through September 25. 
We chose September as opposed 
to May or June of previous school 
year tor several reasons — the 
main one being that the youngsters 
would be at least two months old¬ 
er. This can and does make quite 
a noticeable difference when we 
consider maturity and readiness. 
We are extending the orientation 
period for eight students beyond 
the 29th. 

The orientation program was 
conducted by our grade one teacher 
all of whom have an excellent re¬ 
cord both in experience and ab¬ 
ility as teachers of this age group. 
They observed these people along 
wilh the grade one youngsters of 


legal school age. 

During this period, one of our 
other staff members conducted 
two series of tests. This person is 
well qualified in administering, 
scoring and interpreting of the test 
results. The tests were used only 
as confirmation of the individual 
teacher’s assessment of child’s 
readiness. 

Of the total of 156 pupils, 101 are 
six years and older, while 55 are 
belween'five and one-half and six. 
This means that 101 pupils are of 
legal age (according to the school 
act. The/other 59 are given a 
policy„ / ro qualify for grade one 
; ohapCe, as a result of the board’s 

I am happy to say that 25 of 
these 55 youngsters have already 
indicated readiness for grade one 
work. Eight will be given an ad¬ 
ditional week to qualify. The re¬ 
maining twenty-two will have an 
opportunity to enroll in the Head¬ 
start groups, and there is a very 
good indication that they will be 
ready for grade one work next 
September. 

Another favourable result of the 
orientation program lies in the fact 
that the six year old youngsters, 
having gone through the program, 
have also been assessed as to their 
maturity and readiness. This en¬ 
ables the teachers to enlist home 
co-operation in strengthening the 
weaker points of readiness deveiop- 

Generaly, the results are very 
encouraging. This will assure our 
continuing with this program in the 
future. Having gone througi it 
once, we have every reason to look 
forward to future programs even 
more oplimisticaly. The teachers 
directly involved in the program 
have done an excellent job and de¬ 
serve much credit for their efforts. 
The board of school trustees de¬ 
serves commendation for its act¬ 
ing with dispatch. School admin¬ 
istrators too, have worked hard in 
assuring success of the program. 
The parents of both the six year 
old youngsters and of the five and 
one-half year old participants de¬ 
serve our thanks and congratula¬ 
tions. 

Although not as yet perfect, the 
program has achieved very posi¬ 
tive initial results.

Conciliation Roard Seeks Settlement 


A conciliation board will seek 
a settlement in the dispute between 
rural south Alberta teachers and 
trustees on October 3 in Lethbridge. 

The board, ordered by the min¬ 
ister of labor, is composed of Mr. 
T. C. Walsh, Q.C., of Calgary as 
chairman, with Glen McKenzie of 
Exshaw the teacher representative 
and W. Sinclair of Rocky Mountain 
Bause representing the trustees. 

The board will first attempt to 
scale the dispute by conciliation, 
but failing this, will write an award 
which teachers and trustees will 


vote on. 

Talks broke down early in May 
on a contract ending August 31, 
and a conciliation officer was ap¬ 
pointed. The officer, however, de¬ 
clined to write an award and in- are held.

The dispute concerns about 1400 
teachers in an area from the B.C. 
border to Saskatchewan and from 
the U.S. border north to an includ¬ 
ing the Vulcan, Willow Creek, 
Brooks, and County of Newell 
areas.
